utmost astonishment is expressed at 
any one escaping from the Concierg­ 
erie.

be adopted for their benefit. 
T hat these m easures could not be 
adopted and worked out in a practi­ 
cal m anner was the contention of 
the negative which was sustained by 
Roy Ah I st rom, 
Prof. H arry Spence 
and \V. E. Barber. 
They 
declared 
that it would be an impossibility to 
have the initiative, referendum and 
recall work out practically even if 
they were adopted. 
M. N. Downey, John Beranek and 
Henry Hobing were on the jury.

live years ago, the state of Wiscon- 
son adopted the policy of attem p tin g 
to check the ravages of this disease 
iv means of isolation and tre a tm e n t 
in a public institution. 
Wisconsin is not alone, or even in 
a minority a m ong her sister states in 
this m a tte r; for nearly every state 
in the union has e ith e r established 
one or m ore s a n a to r ia or has taken 
definite steps iii th a t direction. These 
1 state institutions are all, as far as my 
knowledge goes, for he tr e a tm e n t of 


I incipient or curable cases. It was be 
licved t h a t this class of cases should 
be cared for first, th a t th eir 
lives 
could be saved by curing or arrest 
ing the disease. W ith all incipient 
cases taken care of, advanced case 
problem would in time disappear 
P roblem a Difficult One 
U nfortunately it 
has 
developed 
th at the problem is not so simple a 
this. 
Incipient cases are frequently 
not discovered until they become too 
far advanced to be curable. The fa 
c.ilities for ca ring for such as are dis 
covered in tim e are Insufficient. Pa- 
itie n ts must go on a waiting list u n ­ 
til there is room for them and they 
become ‘ advanced’* while waiting. 
Thus there is little or no decrease 
in the n u m b e r of advanced cases and 
no provision is m ade for their care 
or isolation. 
Their presence in our 
m idst bv the infection of o th er per­ 
sons is undoubtedly the great cause 
of the spread of the disease. 
In recognition of this serious con­ 
dition, o u r state legislature enacted 
a law perm itting counties to estale 
lish and m aintain san a to ria for t u ­ 
berculosis patients. The law provided 
state aid to the am ount of $3.00 per 
week for every indigent case cared 
for. 
The m ovem ent for a county s a n a ­ 
torium in La Crosse was begun long 
before the adoption of this legisla­ 
tion. 
O ur board of supervisors had 
gone so far as to appropriate $5,000 
for the erection of a building on the 
Poor F a rm . It was a f te rw a rd found 
th a t experience in o ther places was 
against the advisability of establish­ 
ing a sanatorium in connection with 
a Poor House and the board rescind 
rd the appropriation. 
T he m a tte r 
cam e liefore the board again last fall 
in the form of a resolution to ap p ro ­ 
priate $10,000 for th e purchase of a 
site and the erection of a building. 
The board deemed it best to allow tie 
voters to pass upon the question and 
it will accordingly be voted on at the 
coming election. 
An Educational Force
